He promised a full-scale state 
investigation to supplement one 
already ordered on a nationwide 
basis by President Johnson.

That mav take 
months or years. 
“ Anyone,” says Dr. Joseph B 
Davis of the FDA’s division of 
medical devices,” can manufac- j 
ture a device in the basement or 
backyard and put it on the mar j 
kel and it may take two or three 
years before we even hear of 
it.”

Only two days before this luncheon he had urg ed 
a N ^ o audience to shoot and loot. But in the 
restaurant he practiced some self-restraint. 
Brown is chairman of the Student Nonv iolent 
roordinating Committee. When he started out 
of the restaurant, said the Washing tmi Ev ening 
Star reporter who was with him. well-dressed 
Neg ro men and women “stopped him repeated­ 
ly and shook his hand and said, ‘We're with 
you, Rap’ or, ‘Keep It up. Rap * ’’ 


IF THIS seems swprising to those who may 
hav e thoug ht the rioting was supported only by 
hnprov erished Neg roes in the g hetto, it nev er­ 
theless bore out (be finding s of » nne sociolog ists 
from the Univ ersitv of California who made a 
long study of the 1965 riot in the Watts section 
of Los Ang eles. 
They said: “We suspect that many white per­ 
sons hav e v iewed the middle - class Neg ro 
g roup as a moderating influence In the racial 
atrug g le. The ‘better element,’ it is often arg ued, 
will be responsible and orderly and understand 
the necessity for a g radualist solution of the 
Neg ro problem.” 
“We find little room for siwh optimistic ap­ 
praisal. If our analysis Is correct, ttw in*oblems 
of urban life for the Neg ro, ev en in the palm- 
lined spaciousness of Los Ang eles, hav e g rown 
acute and a sig nificant number of Neg roes, suc­ 
cessful or unsuccessful, are emotimally prepar­ 
ed for v iolence as a strateg y w solution to end 
the probhuns of seg reg ation, exploitation, and 
aulKMPdination.” 
The sociolog 'ists’ report on Watts will probab­ 
ly hav e a aharp pertinence to the inv ei^g a- 
tkms made Into the Detroit riots by cmg reuion- 
al ounmitteei, the President’s special commit 
« kai, or any other g roup. 
Sunday nig ht Michig an's Gov . Georg e Rom- 
ney talked to the people of his state about 
the riot but didn’t i» *ov kte any new insig hts 
aflhoug h he warned that untess solutions are 
found the rioting will g et wcrse and spread. 
And Detroit’s mayor, Jerome P. Cav anag h, 
on the NBC telev ision {»‘og ram, “Meet th e 
Preas,” blamed the “indifference in Cong ress” 
■a one of the prime causes for the “malady of 
riota in the streets.” 


Some problems exi.st today in housing , em­ 
ployment and other fields in the tri-state, but 
the means of solv ing ihem are av ailable, and 
there is no need for recourse to any leaa log ical 
or more expedient methods of meeting them. 
If the human relations g roups hav e confined 
themselv es to too narrow an area of opera- 
tloni, then these g roups should expand their 
t(xq >e of action. 
Too often the public has been unaware of the 
work of these org anizations, not knowing wh« ti 
and where they meet, what g eneral matters 
are discussed, what is being accomplished -or 
left undone. 


THE DIFFICULTIES of the major metropoli­ 
tan areas in the new.s the past month hav e 
only a distant relationship to this district, but 
the oommunkies here must continue to seek « v 
operativ e responses to whatev er challeng es do 
exist. 
There is no inev itability of friction. L oc a l 
history has shown that. TTie cool racial summers 
at Pittsburg h, where peaceful compromises hav e 
been wwked out to ev eryone’s adv antag e, has 
shown that.

We to the riot than those on any other educa­ 
tion lev el. 
A majority of the Neg roes q uestioned said 
♦hey opposed the riot, but 35 per cent were 
sympathetic to It.

Av iv . 
Since then the Sov iets hav e accused the 
United States <rf frying to “discredit” their 
anniv ersary and the Sov iet press claims 
there is a conspiracy under way to ruin the 
Sov iet’s g <Mea birthday. 
Ev en Arthur Schlesing er Jr. g ot into the 
act the other day when he u r;^ Harper and 
Row to postpone the puUication of Sv etlana 
Alliluyev a’s book about her father, Josef 
Stalin, until after Nov . 7, the Miniv ersary of 
the rev idution. Schlesing er thoig(fat U.S. 
Sov iet relations would be dealt a sev ere blow 
if Sv etiaoa’s memoirs were published before 
the Nov ember ceremonies. 


NOW ITS OflVIOUS to ev eryone that the 
last thing the United SUdes wants to do is 
hurt Sov iet feeling s, particulariy since the 
Sov iet Union has beep so nice to us in the 
past few months. So in order to show that 
there is no conq iiracy to ruin their party, 
a g roup of us has aet up -a Bolshev ik Gold­ 
en Anniv ersary Committee. 
Tho <d>ject of the committee is to make 


sure nothing is done in the United SUtes to 
offend the sensibilities of the Sov iets. For 
a start, the committee intends to buy out 
Harper aid Row’s interest in Sv etlana’s 
book and set that it isn’t puUished at all. 
If this is not possible, then the committee will 
buy up ev ery copy and burn them in a g iant 
bonfire in front of the Sov iet Embassy on 
Nov .

Cha rles DeGa uUe^s New Dea l 


Pro fit-Sha ring Pla n Sta rts In Fra nce 


President Charles de Gaulle of France today 
is to issua a deo-ee g iv ing Froich workors a 
share in the ¡n-ofits and owmrship of industry. 
The SO millionth liv ing Froichman will be 
born this Aug ust, fulfilling at a v ery late date 
a saying ptq uilar with American soldiers during 
World War I. 
“Fifty million Frenchmen can't be wrong ,” 
the dou^boys used to say, usually with a leer. 
The statement wasn’t g reatly meaning ful — 
there were only about 39 million Frenchmen 
then. 
The 50 millionth Frenchman could g row up to 
the kind of wealtti-riiaring env isag ed almost 400 
years ag o by Henry IV, when he promised ev ­ 
ery peasant a chicken in his pot mi Sunday. 
If the latest plan of Charles de Gaulle works, 
the SO millionth can' expect to own a g oodly 
share of whatev er industry he chooses to work 
for when be g rows up. 


PRBSRDENT de Gaulle, fresh from his dub­ 
ious performance in French Canada, will be put 
into effect a decree g iv ing workers a share in 
ownerahfy as weU as profits. 
The sharing ¡x-og ram Is one of sev eral cmi- 
trov ersial econmnk measures to be enacted by 
deg ree this summer under special powers v oted 
De Gaulle by Parliament b ^ e it recessed in 
Jime. 
De GauUe commands a shaky majority of 
only about sev en v otes in tiie Natimial Assem- 
Wy. The id^ of decree powers was to av oid 
dang erous debate. 
Under Artic^ 16 of the constitution of the 
Fiith Republic adopted nine yeara ag o, the 
preaideiit of France in emerg ency can assumt 
fiill powers of g ov ernment. GauUists often reas­ 
sured v oters that “Le Grand Charlie” would 
nev er use this stick, except in tfane of g enuine 
rational need — as in 19SI. 
TWa year’s req uest for decree powers 
amounted to v ery nearly the same thing . 
The restiv eness that riiowed so plainly in the 
parliamentary elections of last March — ev en 
in the presidential elections of 1965 - still ex­ 
ists, de^te file decree powers. 
'The intere^ng aspect of the profit-sharing 
scheme is that it is opposed by org anized labor 


(interested first and always in hig her wag es) 
and employers alike and is popular almost 
solely with left-wing Gaullists. 
“To cling to wag es alone is to maintain a 
permanent class strug g le,” De Gaulle said in 
outlining the profit-sh« ing plan to a cabinet 
meeting on July 12. 
De Gaulle says: “Neither the initiativ e nor the 
authority of those responsible for business en­ 
terprises will be put in q uestion.” 
De Gaulle’s sev eral economic decrees of the 
summer appear to be motiv ated by a desire to 
reliev e a threatening balance of payments defi­ 
cit. Truth is, France is spending more than it 
is making . French exports of steel were down 
3.4 per cent last year. Imports of steel rose 
nearly 11 per cent. 


IN A SENSE, France can’t stand pri^perity. 
Its g rowth rate hi terms of g ross national pro­ 
duct was 4.8 per cent last year — as ag ainst 2.1 
per cent fw West Germany and 1.4 per cent for 
Britain. 
This translates into the paradox that the 
Fren^ are rich enoug h to buy from their 
neig hixn-s, but tiie neig hbors are too strapped 
to buy frwn France. 
The decrees still to come are expected to en­ 
g a g e inv estment in business, labor mobility, 
business merg ers, ai^ research. 
In the past, De Gaulle has seemed jH-eoccii- 
pied with foreig n policy. Now, for better or for 
wm-se, he is turning his attention to intonal so- 
a a l and econmnic affairs.

(1) Time, Effort and Teaching . The citizens 
of (Miio haia in the past fow decades spent

g roat deal of time and mtmcv teaching the 
young people of our state responsibility. They 
hav e g one into all fields to prq iare h l^ school 
^udoits tor the duties of citizenship. Key Chibs, 
4-H auhs, Demolay aubs. Junior Leaders Clubs, 
and many other ywitti (H-g anizations hav e done 
a succenful job In the dev elopment of our yomg 
people. 
IWiile the!« winlhwhile org anizatkMis teach 
civ ic duties, other m-g anizations are prepning 
our youtii in the uixlerstanding of our g reat 
g ov ernmental system. Boys State, Girls State 
and Youth in Gov ernment prog rams help our 
young people toward 
a more complete under­ 
standing of our g ov ernmental system than was 
ev er offered to any g eneration. 
The time, effort, and teaching inv olv ed in the 
yv ‘h prog rams in Ohio is measureless, and 
thi« ! preparation should not be in v ain. 
(2) Youth and the Law, Increasing ly, young 
people are being ti^ed in criminal cases as 
adults, and conseq uently, sentenced as adults. 
The justice of this is not in q uestion, but if 
an 18-year-old is punished as an adult, slrauld 
he not be priv ileg ed as an adult? He deserv e« 
the ri« ht to v ote. 
(3) War and Youth. That often used and often 
abused phrase, “If you’re old enoug h to fi|^t, 
you’re old enoug h to v ote” still has a g reat 
deal of meaning . Indeed, with the U.S. eng ag ed 
in a conflict, and the refmmation of draft laws 
to center on 19 -year-olds, the phrase means 
more now than ev er before. 
Will you admit you send “children” to war’ 
Or would you sooner admit they are adults v riw 
deserv e the resnonsibilities of adults, and among 
those responsibilities the use of tiie ballot. 
(4) Youth and Mmiey. In almost ev ery area 
but v oting the 18-year-old citizen of Ohio Is al­ 
ready considered an adult. 
On the labor m« ket they are paid adult 
wag es. In entatainment centers they pay adult 
prices. Sig nificantly, they also pav adult taxes, 
and since the v oters of Ohio decide how their 
taxes are spent, shouldn't this citizen hav e a 
v oice in what hajq iens to his tax dollar’ 
Each of the four points mentioned should lead 
to the Inev itable conclusion that the v oting ag e 
in Ohio should be lowered to 18. Consider this 
conclusion, and v ote in Nov ember to lower the 
v oting ag e in Ohio.

cessful or unsuccessful, are emotionally prepar­ 
ed for violence as a strategy or solution to end 
the problems of segregation, exploitation, and 
subordination.” 
Hie sociologists' report on Watts will probab­ 
ly have a sharp pertinence to the investiga­ 
tions made into the Detroit riots bv congression­ 
al committees, the President’s special commis- 
sion, or any other group. 
Sunday night Michigan's Gov George Rom­ 
ney talked to Hie people of his state about 
the riot but didn’t provide any new insights 
although he warned that unless solutions are 
found the rioting will get worse and spread 
And Detroit's mayor, Jerome P Cavanagh, 
on the NBG television program, “ Meet t h e 
Press,” blamed the “indifference in Congress” 
as one of the prime causes for the “malady of 
riots in the streets ” 


Some problems exist loday in housing, em­ 
ployment and other fields in the tri state, but 
the means of solving ihem are available, and 
there Is no need for recourse to any less logical 
or more expedient methods of meeting them.

P rofit-Sharing P lan S tarts In F rance

PRESIDENT de Gaulle, fresh from his dub­ 
ious performance in French Canada, will be put 
into effect a decree giving workers a share in 
ownership as well as profits 


The sharing program is one of several con­ 
troversial economic measures to be enacted bv 
degree this summer under special powers voted 
De Gaulle by Parliament before it recessed rn 
June 
De Gaulle commands a shaky majority of 
only about seven votes in the National Assem­ 
bly The idea of decree powers was to avoid 
dangerous debate 
Under Article 16 of the constitution of the 
Fifth Republic adopted nine years ago, the 
president of France in emergency can assume 
full powers of government. Gaullists often reas­ 
sured voters that “Le Grand Charlie” would 
never use this stick, except in time of genuine 
rational need — as in 1958

powers 
amounted to very nearly the same thing. 
Tile restiveness that showed so plainly in the 
parliamentary elections of last March — even 
in the presidential elections of 1965 — still ex­ 
ists, despite the decree powers.

Kru pp, one of the richest men 
m Eu rqpe. was a reserved and 
somewhat ahy man. He Mved a 
qu iet life, avoiding pu bUcity and 
linndight, and wou ld have been 
10 on Au g. 13. 
Twice married Mid twice di­ 
vorced, Kru pp is su rvived by a 
son, Arndt. The father 
was the 
fifth and last hereditary ru ler of 
the vast empire that made Ger­ 
many’s 
mu rations 
for 
thei 
Franco-fhnjssiwj war and two| 
world wars. 


Althou gh the Hou se of Kru pp 
recovered from the destru ction 
of World War II Mid was the 
beilwetiier 
of 
the 
cou ntry’s 
postwar boom, AUried Knipp 
was forced by losses and debts 
last spring to agree to convert 
the firm into a pu blicly owned 
corporation by the end of next 
year. 
World War II left the Kru pp 
work s in ru ins, and Kngpp was 
given a 
1 2-year war crimes sen- 
tence for expioitataon of slave 
labor. After six yeara he was 
released in Febnaary 1951, at 
the intervention of John J. Mc- 
Qoy, then the U.S. high com­ 
missioner for Germany. 
Kru pp immediately set abou t 
rebu ilding his indu strial empire. 
An allied order that he sell 
his bMHc ran and steel proper- 


ties went u nheeded over tiv 
years on ^pou nds that he cou k 
find no bu yer.

The 103 mile canal is blocked 
bv five obstacles sunk during 
• he June war. Two Egyptian 
pilgrim ships are sunk at the 
northern end of the waterway, 
south of Port Said, and a small

southern entrance south of the 
port of Suez 


The most serious obstacles, 
however, are two floating decks I 
full of cement which were sent, 
to the bottom betweeen Ismailia 
and Great Bitter Lake. 


Fourteen ships of various na

crews. 


Egyptian authorities vow that 
the canal will remain closed 
until Israel withdraws its troops 
from the east bank of the water­ 
way.
